The Dean suggested that we cooperate, the Red Cross 2nd 
the Anatolia Club, and publish the annual chiefly in English, allo- 
wing after each section a page or two of resume in Greek, also pa- 
res for Greek Titerature, His Suggestion was logical but very hard 
to accomplish, At last, in spite of the sacrifices which it imposed on 
both sides, the cooperative system was adopted. 

Here, we think, is the best place to express our sincere 
thanks to the Board of Managers of the college, wlio encouraged 
us both financially and morally; also to Mr. Curtis Lamb, whose 
advice as an experienced jurnalist helped us greatly throughout the 
publication. We cannot forget also Mr, Maurice H. Bigelow, who in 
our grearest need, came to our help and took the different single 
and group pictures with which the pages of TITE ANATOLIAN are 
decorated,

The class of '2& is the second graduating class of the newly 
established Anatolia College. 

The class began with two boys, and very soon in the same 
year two more boys arrived completing the four corner stones of 
the group. Our human building grew slowly but surely, until be- 
sides the corner stones we had added eleven pillars. 

In the year '24 we did not achieve noteworthy tasks. We were 
really in the cradle of infancy concerning knowledge, science, and 
everything. Not enly our class, but the school, did not have re- 
gular athletics because there were not enough boys to foster an 
athletic organization, 

In 1925 our class entered a year full of progress in the dir- 
ection of mental activity and stimulation in athletics. The member- 
ship increased from 11 to 21. including boarders and day stu- 
dents, Armenians and Greeks, During this period our class deve- 
loped musicians, poets, mathematicians, a few athletes, and one 
draftsman ; and one member even became the editor of a tempo- 


rary Armenian paper. 
In the 1°)75 track and field meet, our class first showrd signs 


of athletic activity. Two members got second and thir prizes in 
shot-put and one got first prize in the 100 meters. From a reali- 
stic point of view, and being impartial, our class has been a good 
loser in matches and a good winner in sportsmanship. 

We finally entered a year of “freshness,’’ Ideas fresh, ideals 
fresh, some teachers fresh, and everything fresh. From the very 
beginning cf this year our class had the bright idea of establi- 
shing a class society. Three persons were nominated to draw up 
a constitution and represent it to the class, Afterwards with the 
agreement of the boys, it was represented to the acting President. 
Mr, Dana K. Getchell, permission was granted officially, with the 
condition that we select a faculty advisor,so Mr,Bigelow was elected. 

One of our members who was secretary of the college Athle- 
tic Association, added great zest tothe games and stimulated the 
interest in athletic activities. Another member was the assistant 
secretary in the College office, and stil! keeps that positiun, Ano- 
ther boy put 60 books into the College library for the use of the others. 
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It was this year that the class had its class colors, motto, and 
its class song. ©lass colors: RED and BLUE.

Music in Anatoha 


Music can interpret more easily the emotions and feelings of the 
human soul than any language in the world, A school without mum 
sic resembles a parent without emotion and affection. Fcrtunately: 
our school appreciates art ani therefore has abundant good music, 

The students have developed vocal music more than instrumen. 
tal, because there has been a more continuous leadership by one of 
the American gioup. In 1924, when the school first began, a small 
group of boys formed the basis for what is now known as The 
Chorus. 

During the first year it progressed only a I ttle, but during 
the second and third years, under the leadership of Mr. William Ha- 
wkes, it approached the true male chorus. Last year the chorus 
had little success due to the fact that many old singers did not 
return, But life and zest wcrc added last fall, 1927, with the com- 
ing of Mrs H. Hopkins from the United States. Building upon the 
excellent foundation work of Mrs. Hopkins, Mr. Curtis Lamb, Amer- 
ican instructor, has greatly strengthened the qua'ity of voices by a 
program of daily practice. 

The present chorus some times gains a bright reputation, alth- 
ough it has few basses and second tenors. Some of the harmonies 
achieved have elicited favorable comment from distinguished vis- 
itors An Armenian chorus chosen from the college group is always 
hailed with delight, and a Greek sextette furnishes holiday music. 

A string quartette, fostered by Mrs. Hopkins, was making excel- 
lent progress up to the time when she felt it necessary to return 
to America. Since her departure, the orchertra has aiso been discon- 
tinued 

Although band instruments have been brought from Marcevan 
or perhaps. because they were brought and not bought new, the 
band is handicapped and has not proved especially successful. 

Besides these musical activities of the students, the school 
invices the Russian Choir for a vocal concert, usually once a year, 
Also, the American vice-consul visits us sometimes. Miss Caldwell 
wh) visited us a year ago, was askillful pianist who graduated 


from a Berlin conservatory.

Anatolia Club 


The Anatolia Club is a Literary organization governed by an 
executive committee consisting of a president, vice-president. secre- 
tary. treasurer, two officers and a faculty adviser. It holds meet- 
ings every two weeks. Its membership is limited to the three 
upper classes The executive committee formsa program and ap- 
points different students to take part in the program. 

Usually the program consists of two declamations, an ora- 
tion,a prepared talk, an essay and an extemporancous talk. 
It is given before the entire body of members and other 
guests. A few alternations frequently occur so as to eliminate. 
the possibility of being tedious. These are the presentations of 
plays, dialogues, humorous talks, current events, map or chalk ta'ks 
and so forth. At the close of the program acritic’s report is mate 
by a teacher who points out the mistakes made and suggests ways 


of improvement. 
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Each student who is given a part goes as it earnestly ane | 


does his best and then reports to Mr, Hawkes for corrections, 

On Saturday evening he is ready to stand up before the au- 
dience and perfrom his pirt. 

The service which this organization renders to the students is 
certainly the most beneficial in the College. Anatolia Club urges 
its members to become interested fn literature and in many Cases 
pushes them into it. It develops the literary ability and expres 
Sion of its members. 

We have had during this year original essays of good li 
terary value with nearly all parts of grammar and rhetoric kept 
in mind, orations and declamations given with all necessary ex- 
pression, prepared and humorous talks. and extemporaneous talks 
when the speaker had to think on his feet and address in gond 
English and on a limited subjeet. 

The members of the Club are being given the chance to 
speak in public. They often consult the Encyclopedia or our va- 
rious magazines for nriching their topic. They notonly acquire 
knowledge but also pick up new words and ways of expression 

| It is no wonder then, that the boarders know better English 
than the day students, that they are better acquainted with 
parliamentary rules, because the bi-monthly meetings of the Club are 
directed with the parliamentary laws. 

Unfortunately, this service of the Club is not appreciated by 
a few upperclass men who have not joined the Club as yet We 
hope that in the near future they shall not fail tosee the 
good in becoming members and will take a greater ntercst in it and 
not refuse the parts given to them. 

There is a trouble with the majority of the members of the 
Club, that is, that they leave to the two last days the parts 
appointed to them and consetuently can not put all the needed 
time at:d effort, We hope that this will disappear in the fu- 
ture 

The greatest undertaking of the Club this year was the pu- 
blicatioa with the Red Cross of The 1928 Anatolian. The editors,

it was a bright day in November of 1926 that the Junior 
Red Cross was established in the College. You think that the 
brightness of that day at that time of the period was the omea 
of its future grandness and of its becoming one of the leading

Out of the 2U0 students of the College, about 100 are mem- 
bers supporting it materially and morally. No club in the 
College has reached this mighty membership. This organization 
is directed by seven members of the student body anda fa-
